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THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

It is my purpose in the following paragraphs to point out in 
a simple, direct manner a few of the most fundamental short- 
comings and difficulties in connection with the educational 
affairs in Wisconsin. 

The Country School. 

The country school while possessing some natural advan- 
tages is, nevertheless, sadly handicapped in several directions. 

1. Upon the who^e, but with many notable individual exceptions, 
the country teachers are not equal to the task that is laid upon them. 
It is highly desirable that a country teacher should not only be able 
to handle her school with that ense and efficiency that are the result 
of strong personality, good training and experience, but that she 
should also be a social upMft to the coTiraunity at large, and a stim- 
ulus to greater sociability and bettor living in the community. 

2. Scores of country schools in the state have few pupils in at- 
tendance and often there are no large pupils in the school. Under 
such circumstances the spirit and intellectual life of the school are of 
necessity at a low ebb. On the other hand, some schools are so large 
that about an the teacher can do is to herd the children within the 
building. 

3. In any school of considerable size (say twenty pupils or more) 
there are so many classes that onV a few minutes can be devoted to 
each and this does not give an opportunity for teachers and pupils to 
discuss the subject matter of the lesson. 

4. There is no adequate sunervision of these schools. As a rule, 
the county superintendent finds it impossible to visit the school more 
than once a year and then for a brief time. Many of these visits 
come toward the end of the school year. The teacher is thus thrown 
almost wholly upon her own resources, and one out of every three 
or four teachers on the average is doing -her first year's work and in 
many cases never saw the inside of a country school house before. 

5. Taxation for school purposes in the country is very unequal in 
the different districts. Some districts do not tax themselves at all, 
but depend on the state and county money to run their schools. 
Cases have been found in which the district had thus accumulated a 
large bank account in addition to running the school. It should be 
added that in such cases the school is usually run on a cheap basis. 

6. The school board officers and the patrons rarely visit the school 
except when drawn there on account of some difficulty that has arisen. 

7. The attendance is often irregular -and many children do not 
comply with the compulsory school law. 

Can such defects be reached by legislation? To some extent 
they can, The situation would be greatly helped (a) by con- 
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solidation of school districts wherever this is feasible; (b) by a 
larger unit of taxation, — ^township or county; (c) by more and 
better supervision, by better trained teachers, by increase of 
salaries of teachers; (d) by compelling such districts as have 
a good attendance to ventilate their school houses if they have 
not already done so ; by stimulating the people in the school dis- 
tricts to take a more yital interest in their schools. This is 
now being accomplished to a considerable extent by our school 
board conventions and by the work of the rural school inspec- 
tor in addition to the work done by county superintendents and 
others; (e) by better enforcement of the compulsory educa- 
tion law. This, by the way, is being accomplished more satis- 
factorily than ever before through the efforts of county super- 
intendents and of factory inspectors; (f) by rigid enforcement 
of the anti-cigarette law. The cigarette evil in villages, and 
even in some country places, is serious. 

We have heard much of late about the large number of illiter- 
ates in Wisconsin. It is said that in some places one out of 
every eight of the electors is unable to read or write. The bulk 
of this illiteracy is due to the influx of uneducated, foreign 
adults and of children beyond the compulsory school age. Some 
of it is doubtless due to negligence in the enforcement of com- 
pulsory education laws in the past in this state. If we are to 
remedy this evil of illiteracy in our country the simple statement 
of the facts is sufficient to indicate the method of procedure. 
The work of enlightenment and stimulation that has been carried 
on through our school board conventions in the past six years 
has been of tremendous iAiportance and value in connection with 
the country schools. Ten thousand, or more, school board of- 
ficers have attended school board conventions every year for the 
past six years and, generally speaking, they have responded 
generously and intelligently to the suggestions made by this de- 
partment and by county superintendents. Some member of the 
department has been present at every school board convention 
held in the past six years, with possibly a half dozen exceptions. 
Ideas, however, of school improvement only slowly filter through 
the school district and many school board officers find their 
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efforts are handicapped by the shortsightedness or ignorance of 
those who ought to desire good schools for their children. 

The county training school has proved its worth beyond a 
question in the uplift of the schools in the counties in which 
they are located. Teachers' institutes, while a makeshift, have 
nevertheless, been of great value. The present common school 
course of study is another force that is operative for good. The 
state normal schools are beginning to appreciate their duties 
toward the country schools. Through missionary work and 
legislation at least 75 per cent, of the country schools have within 
the past six years put in a heating apparatus that ventilates the 
school house fairly well and also equalizes the temperature over 
the room. These schools have been supplied with the most neces- 
sary apparatus, such as supplementary readers, maps and globe, 
and the school houses have in many cases been put into better 
condition. The last legislature made it the duty of the state 
department to send on request inspectors for the purpose of con- 
demning school buildings that are unfit for use. Already a con- 
siderable number of the worst buildings in the state — in many 
cases buildings that have stood for the past fifty or sixty years — 
have been condemned and are being replaced with new and mod- 
em buildings. The statements *'a'' to '*f '', inclusive, neverthe- 
less, indicate urgent needs of the country schools. The country 
children need an extension also of high school privileges beyoni 
what they now enjoy. We have excellent legislation at the 
present time in this direction. The law authorizing the forma- 
tion of township high, schools seems to be precisely what is 
needed, but thus far the people have been slow to utilize their op- 
portunities. Where such high schools have been established they 
have been so eager to send their graduates to the university that 
they have failed to a considerable degree in giving the kind of 
instruction that would be best adapted to the pupils. In other 
words, such schools have largely imitated city school courses 
of study. 

State Graded Schools. 

Our so-called state graded schools of the first and second class, 
— that is, schools of two or more departments in the country, 
or in villages in which there is no high school, — ^have for a num- 
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ber of years past been well supervised by the department and 
the county superintendents, and they have grown in efficiency 
as a result. They have also greatly improved in equipment, 
sanitary conditions and even in buildings. These schools are now 
among the most efficient we have in the state, but it requires 
constant watchfulness in villages to keep the schools up to a high 
standard. No important legislation seems to be required at the 
present for this class of schools. 

The High School and City Grades. 

The high schools are of great and unique importance in an 
educational system. They deal with children who are in the 
insurgent stage of early adolescence. They are just begin- 
ning to think for themselves. They need a high order of in- 
telligence and force of personality in their teachers to guide 
properly their developing intelligence and mould their tumultu- 
ous emotional natures. The ideals of a life-time are usually 
formed during the high school period. So important is this 
epoch in the life of the child that it is usually spoken of as 
the second birth, or spiritual birth. It is highly desirable that 
no child should fail to come into contact at such a time with in- 
spiring teachers and superior personalities. The first two years 
of the college course are merely a continuation or extension of 
the high school course. 

The grade work in the cities is carried on with pupils that 
are mainly below the adolescent period. What they most need 
is to be trained, drilled, habituated, in relation to fundamental 
knowledge of certain kinds that will be useful in later life. 
This work is far more mechanical in its character than higti 
school work. This is not to say, however, that it should be done 
in a mechanical way. Children in the grades should b: thor- 
oughly drilled in the fundamental operations in arithmetic; 
they should learn how to use the English language with reason- 
able accuracy, in both the written and spoken form. In short, 
the common school branches should be well mastered. The 
pupils should be trained in obedience, in habits of careful work 
and in courteous manners. 

It is highly desirable that the high schools should not be ham- 
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pered by college and university dictation, whether direct or in- 
direct. There is great need of an additional high school in- 
spector for the department, and there is also need of an assist- 
ant whose duty it shall be to inspect the grade work, particu- 
larly in the small cities in which there is little supervision. 

The Normal Schools. 

Our normal schools are good and are serving an indispensable 
purpose, but I am impressed with the idea that they are not 
pushing forward as aggressively as they should. They stand 
somewhat in one another's way. Without being hostile toward 
one another they, nevertheless, feel that they must keep along 
together and no one school strike out in independent lines or 
develop unusual proficiency. In other words, there seems to be 
danger of the cake of custom forming so rigidly as to prevent 
any decided growth or improvement. Relatively speaking, the 
normal schools need more money, more teachers, more courses 
of study, and more aggressiveness. 

The State University. 

The university has grown very rapidly within the past few 
years and has acquired an enviable reputation among educa- 
tional institutions. One of the chief present dangers is in the di- 
rection of adding by accretion rather than by developing a thor- 
ough inner organization and efficiency. No more vital or im- 
portant work for the state is performed by the state university 
than the training of teachers. This is a function the university 
has apparently been somewhat reluctant to perform and it is 
only within the past four or five years that it has seriously con- 
sidered the matter. About one-third of the graduates of the 
institution prepare themselves, as best they may under the cir- 
cumstances, to teach. A fair degree of progress has been made, 
but much yet remains to be done in order to render the product 
of the university efficient, particularly in the first year or two, 
in the occupation of teaching. Any legislation or reasonable ex- 
penditure of money looking in the direction of improved 
efficiency in this department should receive favorable considera- 
tion. 
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REPORT OF RURAL SCHOOL INSPECTOR. 

About one-half the children in the state are enrolled in the 
rural schools. If we include in this class the state graded 
schools located in the rural communities, this number is ma- 
terially increased. Since such a large proportion of the future 
citizens receive their training in these schools, it is but fitting 
that they should receive special attention in this report. 

Among the factors that have contributed to the improvement 
of the rural schools during the Igust few years may be mentioned 
the following; 

1. The school board conventions. 

2. The special state aid for rural schools of the first class. 

3. Legislation relating to the improvement of school buildings. 

4. The compulsory attendance law. 

5. The increased interest in the training of rural teachers. 
Among the obstacles to be overcome in improving the country 

school may be mentioned these: 

1. Many schools have too few pupils. It is very difficult to 
get efficient teachers in such schools even if fair salaries are 
paid. The remedy for this condition would seem to be, in most 
cases, consolidation of districts and transportation of pupils. 

2. In some cases the enrollment is too large to enable the 
teacher to do good work. This condition can easily be remedied 
by organizing a graded school, thus dividing the work between 
two teachers. 

3. Irregular attendance. Not infrequently this is due to poor 
roads. 

4. Factionalism in the district. This is a serious hindrance 
to good work. In order that the best results may be secured 
the home and the school must work together. If factions in 
the district are at war with one another this strife is almost 
sure to affect the discipline and the work of the school. Numer- 
ous instances could be cited to illustrate this point. To remedy 
this condition it is necessary to elect as members of the school 
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board men and women who have a high appreciation of the 
work of the school and who will therefore stand by the teacher. 

5. In some cases unsanitary school buildings. These will 
soon disappear, but in some localities a campaign of education 
needs to be conducted. 

6. Some schools still lack sufficient equipment. In a few 
cases antiquated text books are still in use. Most schools, how- 
ever, have been supplied with the working tools. 

7. Poor teachers. As a rule the teachers in the country 
schools are too young. They know too little of life and cannot 
appreciate the great responsibility resting upon the profession. 
Many enter the work with no special preparation. The result 
is that much of the teaching is '* above the heads" of the chil- 
dren. Many are unfamiliar with country life and the result is 
that the school work becomes a matter of book learning rather 
than true mental development. To remedy this condition we 
need to provide for the training of teachers and require thor- 
ough preparation before the work is taken up. 

8. The unequal distribution of school money. Many districts 
in the state receive enough ''state" and ''county" money to en- 
able them to run their schools without local taxation. Other 
districts are required to raise heavy local taxes. This matter 
needs to be studied by specialists acquainted with the problems 
of taxation. 

9. Lack of supervision. 

10. Low salaries, resulting in the good teachers leaving the 
service. 

School Board Conventions. 

The importance of the school board conventions can not be 
overestimated. The law providing for these meetings was 
passed in 1905 and as a result conventions have since been held 
annually in all the counties of the state. At each meeting the 
state department has been represented by some member who has 
presented to the convention some special topic. The subjects 
that have been discussed so far are the following: 

First year, 1905-06. Sanitation of school buildings with 
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special reference to ventilation. The working tools of the school. 

Second year, 1906-7. The school board and the teacher. 

Third year, J907-08. Consolidation of school districts and 
the township high school. 

Fourth year, 1908-09. The teacher problem. 

Fifth year, 1909-10. The relation of education to the de- 
velopment of the state. 

Sixth year, 1910-11. The essentials of good teaching. 

During the past year (1909-10) eighty meetings were held. 
The aggregate attendance at these meetings was about 10,000 
school officials. This number is about half of the total number 
of school officials in the state. When a person considers the 
fact that these officials represented nearly every district in 
the state, he begins to realize what an opportunity these meet- 
ings offer for organizing and improving the school system of 
the state. At some conventions recently held it has been found 
that a considerable number of the members present have at- 
tended all of the six conventions. 

Many of the improvements during the last five years are di- 
rectly traceable to these meetings. Not only have the members 
received ideas from the speakers but they have been the means 
of helping one another. When one hundred or more representa- 
tive men of the county come together for the purpose of dis- 
cussing school matters there is an inspiration in the gathering 
itself. As a result of these meetings there has been a much 
wiser expenditure of money for school equipment. The *' chart 
agent' ^ has found it very difficult to get rid of his wares since 
these conventions were started. These meetings are not only an 
uplift to the educational interests of the community, but they 
are instrumental in uplifting the community in every way. 
People begin to see more and more that education, is the founda- 
tion of all progress, — material as well as intellectual. 

It is of interest to know that in a few cases, at least, the bene- 
fits of these conventions have been carried directly to the dis- 
tricts. Reports of the work of the conventions have been made 
to the patrons by the officers who attended. This practjcp isf 
highly commendable. 
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Speclvl State Aid for Rural Schools. 

The rural schools are divided into two classes. The rural 
schools of the first class are those that have provided the neces- 
sary equipment required by the state department. This equip- 
ment includes a system of heating and ventilation. As a 
result of this law which was passed in 1907 many school 
districts have improved their school buildings, installed ventilat- 
ing plants, purchased necessary equipment, such as supplement- 
ary readers, dictionaries, card catalog cases, blackboard, etc. 
With these added advantages there must be an improvement in 
the work of the school. With this added equipment the teacher 
is enabled to do better work and the pupils themselves are sup- 
plied wath more things with which to do the work. Of these 
schools there are 4,^45 in the state. Each school in this class 
receives $50 a year for three years. 

There are, however, still many school districts in the state 
that do not live up to their opportunities. In most instances 
the neglect can be traced to indifference and negligence on the 
part of the people. In some of the wealthy districts shabby 
school houses are still to be found. Many people do not yel 
realize that the school is a part of the home and that the school 
should be in keeping with the best homes of the community. 

While the physical conditions are important, it should not be 
forgotten, however, that, after all, the most important factor is 
the teaching. As the sanitary conditions and the equipment 
are being perfected let us lay more and more emphasis upon the 
school work itself. 

School Buildings — Condemnation of School Houses. 

By Chapter 550, laws of 1909 the legislature empowered the 
inspectors of the department of education to condemn school 
houses. During the past year over thirty applications have 
been received by the department and inspectors have been de- 
tailed to make the necessary investigation. As a result of this 
statute over twenty-five school buildings have either been con- 
demned or orders have been given to have them re- 
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paired. In nearly all instances these buildings have been in 
wretched condition. They have not in any sense compared with 
the homes in the communities in which they were located. In 
one case a building was condemned that had served as a school 
house since 1848, although located in a wealthy farming com- 
munity. 

Besides the new buildings that have been erected as a result oi 
these condemnations it is safe to say that many other improve- 
ments have been made as a result of the enactment of this law. 
Under the old law it was very seldom that an old school house 
could be gotten rid of. One county superintendent writes: 

**Both school districts (in which the school houses were con- 
demned) have built fine up-to-date buildings, equipped them in 
first class shape and expect to make application for state aid 
next year. Every body seems to be glad they were condemned, 
even those who grumbled at first. They have caught the spirit 
of improvement and in both cases have raised the teacher's sal- 
ary. ' ' 

The law at present provides that when a district erects a new 
buildin)t^ the plans must be approved by the county superintend- 
ent. Because of this provision some excellent buildings have 
recently been erected. Not cnly are the new buildings better 
planned from an architectural standpoint, but more attention 
is given to sanitation, especially to lighting and ventilation. 

The state department of education has for distribution five 
different sets of plans for one-room schools. These are given 
to any district making application. The use of these plans is 
not compulsory but in case others are used tlie approval of the 
county superintendent must be secured, as above stated. 

One of the plans referred to above was used in the construc- 
tion of the Model Rural School Building on the State Fair 
Grounds in Milwaukee. This building is permanent and has 
been visited by thousands of people from various parts of the 
state. It has even been suggested that this idea might well be 
copied by county fair associations. 
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School Grounds. 

As we appreciate more and more the true relation between 
the school and the home we shall be anxious also to make the 
school grounds beautiful. The State Horticultural Society has 
taken upon itself the task of planning a few Model Country- 
School Grounds. The districts selected for this purpose are the 
following : 

Dist. No. 3, Sevastopol, Door County. 

Dist. No. 5, South Ijancaster, Grant County. 

Dist. No. 10, (Jt.) Manitowoc Rapids, (Branch) Manitowoc 
County. 

Dist. No. 1* Genesee, Waukesha County. 

Dist. No. 2, Fond du Lac, Fond du Lac County. 

Dist. No. 1, Blooming Grove, Dane County. 

Dist. No. 6, Baraboo, Sauk County. 

Compulsory Attendance. 

As a result of the compulsory attendance law, many delin- 
quent children have been brought into school. Though condi- 
tions are by no means ideal, still gratifying results have been ob- 
tained in many places. As the law now stands children be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 are required to attend six months in 
rural districts. Children between the ages of 14 and 16 are also 
required to attend^ school unless they are regularly and lawfully 
employed. Many of the counties have now systematized the 
work to such an extent that reports are regularly made either of 
attendance or delinquency. One great drawback to the effi- 
ciency of the work is the lack of clerical help in the offices of 
the cbunty superintendents. 

The sheriffs are the truant officers in their respective counties. 
In addition to these officers the factory inspectors who are mem- 
bers of the Bureau of Labor and Industrial Statistics are ex- 
officio truant officers for the state. There are thus two ways of 
enforcing this law. Where results are not obtained through 
the local officers the State Bureau can be called upon to assist. 
In nine cases out of ten a notice to the parents brings the 4^1- 
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dren into school. These notices, however, must be followed up by 
proper reports. A few prosecutions here and there impress the 
fact upon delinquent parents that the law is not a dead letter 
and that the state intends to protect the rights of the children. 
Several cases could be cited to show that the school attendance 
in various communities, both in public and parochial schools 
has been greatly increased by the prosecution of some delinquent 
parent. It is the plan of the Bureau of Labor and Industrial 
Statistics to take this matter in hand during the ensuing year 
and evolve some plan by which this work can be done in a syste- 
matic way and children be kept regularly in school. 

The present law does not compel children to attend school 
who live more than two miles from the school by the regularly 
travelled road. It is indeed unfortunate that so many children 
live outside of this two mile limit. In one county, for instance, 
there are 700 such children. In some cases transportation is 
furnished. In a few cases arrangements have been made to 
take children to schools in other districts. Chapter 183 of the 
Laws of 1909 has helped matters in many localities. It is to be 
hoped that the communities will do all they can to give these 
children school advantages. Wherever possible, the neighbors 
should cooperate and secure some means of taking their children 
to school. The law also allows the school district to vote a tax 
for the purpose of remunerating parents who live outside of the 
two mile limit. Until every child in the state has the advan- 
tage of a common school education we have not solved this prob- 
lem. 

Consolidation and Transportation. 

A discussion of school attendance necessarily embraces the 
discussion of the consolidation of schools and the transportation 
of pupils. Many of our schools have a small enrollment. The 
reports received from county superintendents show that there 
are 87 schools that have an enrollment of 5 or less ; 385 schools 
have an enrollment of more than 5 and less than 11. It is very 
difficult to have a good school where the enrollment is small. 
Very often the community thinks that it is unable to pay a 
2— S.— I. 
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good salary to a teacher when there are only a few pupils in the 
school. It is true that a good teacher is very reluctant to 
take a position of that kind. In other states, notably Ohio and 
Indiana, these small districts have been consolidated and pupils 
transported to a central school. In general the school conditions 
have been much improved. There are places in Wisconsin 
where the matter of consolidation should be urged. Undoubtedly 
better schools could be provided for the children in country 
districts if more of them could be gathered together and 
stronger teachers provided. In order that the people may 
know what has been done in this respect the following instances 
are given:

Clark County. 

A consolidated school is located at Columbia. It was formed 
in 1903 and the district comprises 36 square miles. The tw? 
districts joined were No. 2, town of Hewett and No. 6, town of 
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Dewhurst. The district employed five wagons last year for 9 
months at an average cost of $30 per month. The driyers fur- 
nished their wagons. The cliildren were transported to their 
own school. 

Door County. 

Dist. No. 1 and Dlst. No. 4 of the Town of Brussels consolidated, 
the resulting district being known as No. 1. The new build- 
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ing which has been erected by the consolidated district is a 
' modern structure containing three rooms. At present the dis- 
trict is maintaining a state graded school of the second class. 
What this community has done is an object lesson for many 
other communities in the state. 

The last year under the old system (1908-9) the statistics

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with school in sub-district No. 2, same town. New district 

known as No. 2.

Each school costs about $315. New school enrolls 18 (all 
there are up to 16 years of age at present) ; attendance about 16 ;

Walworth County. 

Dist. No. 2 and Dist. No. 5 of the Town of Lynn consolidated 
and is known as Dist. No. 9. It has a state graded school at 

Zenda, Wis. 

Census. Enrollment. Av. daily attendance. Cost. 

Dist. No. 2 70 35 26 $469.00 

Dist. No. 5 42 20 15 $334.31 

This consolidation was effected during the past year and 
therefore no statistics can be given for the new district. No 
transportation is furnished. Two small parts have been cut off 
and set into other districts. 

Cases of Transportation in Wisconsin. 

Ashland County. 

Butternut. The village district contains much territory 
from the surrounding towns. One of the schools of this district 
was situated about 3 miles northeast of the village. The build- 
ing was very poor. Last year the children were transported to 
the graded school in the village. About 17 children were 
brought in. The driver received $2 per day — $360 for the year. 
He furnished his own wagon which cost him $100. 

Buffalo County. 

In Dist. No. 1 Jt., towns Modena and Gilmanton, the children 
were transported to the school in their own district. The 
wagon was furnished by the district, The driver receivecj $135 
frv fiye months, 
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Burnett County, 

Five or six cases were reported during the past year. 

Dane County. 

In Dist. No. 3, town of Rutland, one wagon is used to trans- 
port the 9 children from their homes to the school at Brooklyn. 
A liveryman took the contract for $315.00. Transportation was 
furnished for 9 months. 

Dunn County. 

Joint Dist. No. 2, Towns Elk Mound and Wheaton. Trans- 
portation furnished for five months. Wages paid driver, $40.00. 
Driver furnishes his own wagon. Wagon gO€s about three miles 
to get children. About 15 or 16 are brought in. 

Florence County. 

Dist. No. 3, Homestead. Each family living over two miles 
from school is paid $10.00 per month during the entire year for 
transporting their own children. 

Dist. No. 2, Homestead. Three families living over tWv-^ miles 
from school were receiving transportation for each pupil at the 
rate of 10 cents per day for six months according to the laws of 
1907, chapter 496. 

Dist. No. 1, Commonwealth. A number of children living 
two and three miles from the village school are transported in a 
covered wagon at $50.00 per month for wagon, team and team- 
ster. 

Forest County. 

Last year five towns transported pupils as follows: Caswell, 
28 pupils; Hiles, 10; Laona, 27; Nashville, 35; North Crandon, 
55 ; total number transported, 155. 

The town of North Crandon had 4 wagons and the average 
cost per pupil for transportation was $12.28. In Nashville the 
cost per pupil was $13.35. In the other towns it was much 
higher. The average cost per pupil for the five towns was 
$32.58. 

The town of North Crandon has one central school. In this 
building is also located the Township High School. 
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Jackson County. 

Dist. No. 5, Town of Knapp, furnished transportation to its 
pupils for five months. One wagon was used and the driver 
was paid 10 cents per pupil per day. Pupils were transported 
to their own school. 

Dist. No. 1, Curran, has for three years closed its schools and 
transported its pupils to the graded school in the village of 
Hixton. One wagon is used. Usually one of the older 
boys drives the team. The distance pupils are transported is 
about three miles. Census in 1910, 26 children. Cost of main- 
tenance, $533.09. 

Langlade County, 

Dist. No. 1, town of Elcho, has a graded school and a branch 
school. The branch school has been closed two years and the 
children transported to the graded school a distance of three 
miles at a cost of $35.00 per month, for 9 months. The driver 
furnishes the wagon. 

Marinette County. 

Dist. No. 3, Amberg. One wagon, 9 months, $65.00 per month 
for man and team. Pupils transported to their own school. 

Sub-district No. 2, Porterfield. One wagon, 8 months, $20.00 
per month. 

Sub-district No. 5, Porterfield. One wagon, 8 months, $20.00 
per month. 

Sub-district No. 6, Stephenson. One wagon two months. 

In each case the pupils are transported to their own school. 

Oconto County. 

Dist. No. 3, town of Armstrong. Two wagons, transportation 
furnished 8 months. Wages paid drivers, $75.00 each. Driver 
furnishes wagon. Children are transported to school in their 
own district. 

Dist. No. 7, Pensaukee, one wagon. Transportation furnished 
8 months. Wages paid driver $66.70 per month. Driver fur- 
nishes wagon. Children are transported to the school in their 
own district. 
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Portage County. 

Transportation was furnished in Dist. No. 8, Town of Almond 
and in Joint Dist. No. 3, Towns of Carson and Eau Pleine. 
Detailed data not available. Children were transported to the 
schools in their own district. 

Rusk County. 

Dist. No. 2, Town of Dewey has three wagons. The town fur- 
nished two wagons, the driver one. Transportation nine months. 
Wages $30 to $45 for man and team. Pupils transported to 
Tony graded school. 

Dist. No. 3, Tj^wn of Atlanta, has one wagon furnished by 
driver. Transportation seven months at $25 per month. Pupils 
carried to country school in their own district. 

Dist. No. 10, Thornapple. One wagon furnished by driver 
at about $40 per month. Transportation nine months, country 
school. 

Saury er County. 

Five children transported on railroad, train reaching Radis- 
son at 8 :S0 in the morning and returning at 4 :40 in the after- 
noon. Distance five miles. 

Walworth County. 

The Delavan City District includes a large tract of territory 
outside the city limits. Two wagons are used five months of the 
year, the drivers leceiving $2.50 per day. They furnish their 
own wagon with cover and robes. From 25 to 35 children are 
transported. 

Washhurn County. 

Shell Lake runs two wagons for the children in its own dis- 
trict. Wagons furnished by driver, who receives $2.00 per day 
for about five months. Cost of transportation averages $400 a 
year. 

Dist. No. 10, Minong, runs one wagon for about five months, 
the driver receiving ten cents a day for each child. Children 
are all from the same district. 
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Dist. No. 1, Minong, ran two wagons, paying a liveryman 
$40 a month for transportation, but the custom has been dis- 
continued during the last two years. 

CLostNG School TemporabbliY. 

According to Chapter 502, Laws of 1909, a school may he 
closed by the voters of the district and provision made for the 
schooling of the children in neighboring districts. A few dis- 
tricts have taken advantage of the law. In some cases trans- 
portation is furnished. 

Adams County. 

No. 7 of the Town of Rome tried the experiment for some- 
thing over a year, but returned to the old method. 

The school census this year show^s that there are 11 children 
of legal school age, 6 of whom are between the ages of 7 and 14 
years. There are only 4 children enrolled in the school. 

Under the old system it cost about $26 per pupil per annum ; 
while under the plan of having them instructed in an adjoining 
district, the cost was about $4 per pupil. It is evident that no 
transportation was furnished, and that the tuition must have 
been 50 cents per month for each pupil. 

Dist. No. 7 of Rome sent children to No. 6 of the same town ; 
and the distance from one of these schools to the other is 2^4 
miles. 

Jt. 8 of the towns of Jackson and New Chester in this county 
are sending children to Jt. 9 of the same towns. The school-, 
houses are about lyo miles apart. 

Brown County. 

Dist. No, 4, Rockland, has been closed three or four years 
and the children have attended a school which is 3i/^ miles from 
their own. School census, 16 ; average attendance, 5 ; cost to dis- 
trict, $52. Transportation is not furnished. 

Dist. No. 5, Holland, has decided to try the experiment for the 
year 1910-1911. 
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Chippewa County, 

Dist. No. 9, Tilden, has arranged for the transportation of its 
children to the schools at Bloomer for this year. 

Dane County. 

In Dist. No. 6, Springfield, a large number of children attend 
a parochial school. School has been closed the past year. 
Transportation has not been furnished. The school-house in 
this district is about 2 miles from the school in Dist. No. 2, 
Middleton. School census, 34. 

Dodge County, 

The school in Dist. No. 12, town of Fox Lake, has been closed 
four years. Census varies from 12 to 15; enrollment 8 to 10 
when school was running. Cost under old system about $300 
per year; under transportation plan about $75 per year. Some 
children went to a neighboring school about 2i/2 miles from the 
home school. Some are brought by parents. No transporta- 
tion wagons have been used. 

In Dist. No. 13, town of Beaver Dam, the school has been 
closed two years and most, if not all of the children, go to the 
city schools in Beaver Dam. The school census of last year was 
31. The amount expended last year was $136.85, of which 
$62.00 was for tuition. When the school was maintained in the 
district about $300 was expended annually, with an attendance 
of 15 to 18 pupils. The school is about two miles from Beaver 
Dam. 

In Dist. No. 17, town of Lowell the school has been closed two 
years. Pupils attend state graded school in the village of Lo- 
well. Census 21. Attendance in former years about 10 or 12. 
Cost under former system about $325 per year. Now, only 
$68.82 reported. Parents who go to cheese factory carry chil- 
dren. 
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Fond du Lac County. 

Joint Dist. No. 10, Fond du Lac. Children attend the North 
Fond du hac. groded school. They live near and parents attend 
to transportation without pay. 

Diat. No. 3, Oaeeola. Pupils sent to neighboring districts. No 
transportation paid for. This arrangement has been in operation 
two years. 

Grant County. 

Dist. No. S Ilazt'l Green, One wagon. Transportation fur- 
nished 8 months at $30 per month. Driver furnishes wagon. 
Children transported to grades in Dist. No. 1, Hazel Green. This 
plan has been in operation two years.

Dist. No. 3, Town of Platteville, voted for the first time at their 
annual meeting last year to pay transportation and tuition to the 
grades in the city of Platteville. Many of the children from 
that district were attending the high school and some of them 
were attending the grades last year so for the small considera- 
tion of $5.00 per child the parents have agreed to transport 
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them to the city schools. This means $5.00 per capita for 9 
months. 



IN DISTRICT NO. 3. TOWN OF PLATTEVILLE. 

Jt. Dist. No. 4, Wootlman, has been closed for the past three 
yeai's. The school clerk reports only two children of school age 
in the district. No transportation was provided hut the children 
attended a neighlioring rural school, Jt. No. 1, Woodman, which 
is about two and one-lialf miles from their own school house. 

No. 2, North Lancaster, has been closed the past three years 
for the same reason as given in Jt. No. 4, Woodman. The school 
clerk reports nine children in the district between the ages of 
4 and 20. His report shows 3 between the ages of 7 and li. 
Two attended high school (City of Lancaster) and one attended 
a neighboring rural school (No, 1, North Lancaster) about two 
miles from the home school house, Tlie district paid $16.00 
tuition. 

Ozaukee C'ouity. 

Dist. No, 5, Cedarburg, closed its school five years ago, send- 
ing the children to different neighboring schools. The greatest 
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distance any child goes is 1^2 miles. Transportation is not fur- 
nished. The cost under the old system was $332.85. The cost to 
the district in 1910 was $154.85. 

Pierce County. 

Dist. No. 10, Jt. of Rock Elm and Spring Lake, has decided to 
try the transportation of their children to the graded school at 
Rock Elm. The school census shows there are 23 children of 
school age. There are 17 transported. The school house is 
about 1^2 miles from the one they go to now. 

Polk County, 

Dist. No. 3, Osceola, closed for year 1909-10 but went back 
to the old plan for the year 1910-11. School census, 38; enroll- 
ment, 18; average attendance, 13. Transportation furnished. 
Distance, 3 miles. Cost per pupil $24 for the year. Tuition per 
pupil $7.90. Total cost $592.25. 

Rock County. 

Dist. No. 3, Janesville, has had no school for awhile and the 
few children there go to Dist. No. 4, Janesville. 

.Jt. Dist. 14, Bradford and Darien, voted to pay tuition for the 
few children in the district and let them go to other schools. 

Sauk County. 

Dist. No. 5, La Valle, closed its school about six years ago. 
School house is situated about midway between Ironton and La 
Valle which are three miles apart. Tuition paid in other districts 
but no transportation furnished. 

Shawano County. 

Dist. No. 5, Germania, has only six children on school census. 
During the past year school has been closed and tuition paid in 
adjoining district. The previous year the average daily attend- 
ance in the school was only 2 pupils. 

Dist. No. 3, Hutchins, has sent its children to Village of 
Mattoon several years. 

Both districts have school houses and will eventually have good 
sized schools when territory is settled, 
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Walworth County. 

The school in Dist. No. 6, Jt., Darien, has been closed for six 
years, vote being taken each year. Children attend at Darien 
or ^llen Grove. Nothing expended for transportation. Many 
of the parents take their children to school. Cost in 1909, 
$171.50; in 1910, $201.50. 

In Dist. No. 4, Darien, it has been tried two years. Total 
cost in 1909, $187.22; in 1910, $156.28. School houses are two 
miles apart. Transportation is furnished. Parents take their 
children to school 9 months. Twelve pupils are transported 2 
miles. 

Washburn County. 

In Dist. No. 9, Spooner, the school has been closed two years. 
School census, 8; enrollment 6; average attendance, 5. Cost of 
maintenance under old system, $318.59 ; under new system, 
$280.50. . Transportation is furnished. School houses are 3 
miles apart. Children attend school in Dist. No. 11, Spooner. 

Waupaca County. 

Four districts have closed their schools and pay tuition in 
adjoining districts, but not transportation. The cause of the 
closing is small attendance. 

Wood County. 

Jt. Dist. No. 5, Remington, has closed its school and voted to 
pay tuition for the pupils in another school. There are but eight 
pupils of school age in the district. Transportation is not pro- 
vided. 

It is not to be understood that the above treatise is exhaustive. 
There are other cases of transportation than those here given. 

The Training of TEx\chers for Rural School Work. 

We are realizing more and more that it is necessary to give 
special training to the people who go into our rural schools. In 
this training the following considerations should be kept in 
jnind : 

1. The teachers in the country schools (as in all elementary 
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schools) should have a love for the work and enter upon it be- 
cause they have a natural adaptation. Teaching a country school 
should not be merely a makeshift or a stepping stone to some 
other work. Many young people have taken up this work, not 
because they were specially adapted for it or because they cared 
much for the work itself, but because it was the only thing they 
could do with their limited amount of p^-eparation. 

2. The young people who have been brought up in the country, 
as a rule, make the best teachers for the country schools. City- 
bred teachers, in general, do not understand country life and 
therefore do not enter into the life of the community. Being 
ignorant of country life they also fail to relate the work of the 
schoolroom to the life experience of the children — one of the 
great essentials of good teaching. 

3. The preparation of teachers for country school work, there- 
fore, should include a study of country life — industrial, political, 
and social. Nature-study and agriculture should be magnified. 
The practical as well as the scientific phases of agriculture 
should be discussed. Local government should be thoroughly 
understood. The social forces in country life should be studied. 
In short, the preparation of the country teacher should be such 
as to enable him to use the environment as a means in developing 
the minds of his pupils. 

4. We should not forget that a thorough mastery of the com- 
mon branches is absolutely essential to good work in teaching. 
No one can teach that which he does not know. Knowledge of 
methods is useless without knowledge of subject matter. 

5. A person ought to know the most approved methods in 
teaching the common branches. This work is practically the 
same in the schools of the city and the country. The principles 
of pedagogy that underlie all good teaching should be mastered 
before the teacher enters upon the duties of the schoolroom. 

In "Wisconsin the institution that has been established for the 
special purpose of training teachers for country school work is 
the county training school. The first two of these schools to be 
established were located at Wausau and Menomonie in 1899. 
At present there are 24 in operation.

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In addition to the 24 county training schools the normal schools 
located at Whitewater, Oshkosh, River Falls, and La Crosse 
have introduced courses for the training of rural school teachers. 
These courses cover the same ground as those given in the train- 
ing schools. In October, 1910, the enrollment in these courses 
was as follows :

Oshkosh (second year) 41 

La Crosse ( se'cond year) 59

It will be seen from the above that 62% of the training school 
graduates are teaching in the state the present year. 

Most of the students in the training schools come from the 
country communities. As has been stated above this is one of the 
fundamental considerations in building up the country school 
teaching. The principal drawback lies in the immaturity and 
lack of sufficient preparation on the part of the students. With 
the advent of the country high school this condition will gradu- 
ally change. The students should get as thorough academic prep- 
aration as possible before taking professional work. ' 

In this connection a word might be said regarding the work of 
the high school in preparing for this work. The country high 
school (and all high schools, for that matter) should give thor- 
pugh instruction in the fundamental branches, Tbes^ subjects 
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should not be treated as brief reviews but should be given the 
time that rightfully belongs to them. If the common branches, 
including agriculture, were thoroughly taught in the high 
schools, the professional work of teachers' training schools could 
be made much stronger. 

The preparation of teachers for country schools is a woric 
requiring the services of the best teachers available. In this re- 
spect Wisconsin has done well. The average salary paid to the 
principals of training schools is approximately $1,800. The first 
assistants average $1,150 and the second assistants $800. Forty 
per cent, of the teachers in the training schools are college grad- 
uates and fifty per cent, have normal school diplomas. It is to 
be hoped that a high standard of efficiency will be demanded by 
all counties maintaining these institutions. Those who have this 
work in charge should have the best possible preparation both 
by experience and by scholarship. 

The law passed by the legislature of 1909 requiring a mini- 
mum of six weeks' professional training should be strengthened 
as soon as possible by making the minimum period of preparation 
a year. This preparation should include not only methods in 
teaching and school management, but also a study of country 
life — industrially and socially. From time to time the standard 
for admission to the training school courses should be raised in 
order that more mature and more thoroughly prepared students 
be obtained for the work. 

Supervision of Country Schooi^s. 

The supervision of the country schools is inadequate. In 
most instances the county superintendent can make but one 
visit a year to each school. The need of better supervision 
is easily recognized when we consider that from one-fourth to 
one-third of the teachers are new each year. 

In addition to the personal visits, the county superintend- 
ents accomplish much by the use of circulars directing the 
attention of teachers and school officers to certain specific 
things to be done or looked after. In some of the counties 
regul3.r bulletins are published (usually monthly) by the 
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county superintendent. In a few cases this bulletin is pre- 
pared by the county Superintendent and the training school 
faculty. 

The school board can do much to aid in the supervision. 
To make this work as effective as possible some county super- 
intendents have given their school boards circulars of infor- 
mation telling them what to observe when they visit the school. 
This work has brought definite results in many instances. 

Another matter also deserves to be mentioned. Several of 
the superintendents, after visiting the schools, send letters to 
the school boards making definite recommendations as to 
equipment, repairs, etc. By this method the improvement of 
school rooms and grounds is greatly promoted. 

The County Superintendency. 

The people of the state do not appreciate the importance of 
the office of county superintendent. It is safe to say that there 
is no office that has more to do with the development of our 
rural communities. The county superintendent is at the head 
of the educational system of the county. The progress of the 
schools depends to a great extent upon his activity and organ- 
izing ability. He should be not merely a school supervisor 
but an educational leader in the full sense of the word. 

To do the work effectively more help is needed in the county 
superintendent's office. The office work alone takes up much 
of his time. It is poor economy to have this official, most of 
whose time and energy should be spent in the educational 
field, spend days and weeks in the office doing the work that 
an ordinary clerk could do. Provision ought therefore to be 
made for office assistance. 

There is another argument for furnishing this clerical help. 
Very often school officers and others come to the superintend- 
ent's office to get information. Usually they find it locked. 
The superintendent is out visiting schools. Some one should 
be in the office in order that patrons and others may get this 
information. 

It is gratifying to note that in many counties clerical help 
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is furnished. The fact that it is not furnished in many of the 
counties shows that in general the county boards do not appre- 
ciate the amount of work that is required of the office. The 
following are some of the duties: 

1. Hold teachers' examinations, mark papers, and grant cer- 
tificates. 

2. Prepare questions for the course of study examinations, 
hold the examinations, mark the papers, and grant common 
school diplomas. In many counties assistance has been fur- 
nished for this work. More and more pupils take this exam- 
ination every year. 

3. Hold a school board convention. 

4. Hold teachers' institutes and other meetings. 

5. Select library books for every district in his county. With 
this goes much clerical work. 

6. Approve plans for new school buildings. 

7. Report annually to the state superintendent. The mak- 
ing out of this report is usually a difficult task because of the 
inaccuracy of the reports coming from some of the town clerks. 
The inaccuracy of the town clerks' reports is in turn due to 
the inaccuracy of district clerks' reports. 

8. Report annually to the county board. 

9. Attend the county superintendents' convention. 

10. Distribute material such as Arbor Day and Memorial 
Day Annuals, Blue Books, Railroad maps, etc. 

11. Answer questions asked by school officers, patrons, and 
others. These come in continually. 

12. Receive reports from teachers on school attendance and 
report cases of delinquency to the truant officer. 

13. Visit schools. This ought to take up most of his time 
when the schools are in session. 

14. Make special reports to the state superintendent regard- 
ing equipment, etc., of rural schools of the first class. 

It will be seen from the above list of duties that the county 
superintendent has more work than any one person can do 
and do well. Furthermore, this work is so important that the 
most competent person available should be secured for the

position. It is a deplorable fact that in many cases county 
superintendents leave the work when they have developed 
unusual efficiency. Leaders in our country school work should 
be retained and their compensation increased. Additional 
facilities should also be provided so that the work may be done 
in the most systematic and efficient manner. 

Rural Forces. 

The school is but one of the forces that may be used to make 
country life more like what it should be. Space forbids entering 
into a lengthy discussion. In several places, however, many 
things have been done that are worth while. Farmers' clubs 
have been organized and have been the means of doing much 
for the general uplift. The Wisconsin Agricultural Experi- 
ment Association has begun to organize county orders, and these 
have done much to* increase the interest in school matters. 
Traveling libraries have been introduced into many rural com- 
munities. 

It should be the effort of the people of the community to co- 
ordinate all these forces in order that as much good may be 
accomplished as possible.

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REPORT OF STATE HIGH SCHOOL INSPECTOR. 

Free High Schools. 

Since the date of the last report, 1908, the high schools have 
had what may be considered a normal healthy growth in all di- 
rections. 

The number has increased from 271 at the date of the last re- 
port to 293 for the current year and all with only one exception 
have adopted four-year courses of study. One high school, that 
at Fond du Lac, has withdrawn from the four-year high school 
list, while Kilbourn, heretofore independent, has been added. 
The 22 new schools are located as follows: 

Bruce, Campbellsport,. Colfax, Edgar, Elmwood, Gillett, Little 
Chute, Kilbourn, Mattoon, Monticello, Plum City, Ridgeway, 
Hancock, North Fond du Lac, Frederic, Arena, Fifield, Gratiot, 
Wabeno, Shiocton, Stratford, Glidden. The last seven of these 
are either town or Union high schools; the others are district 
high schools. 

Besides the regularly established high schools, a large number 
of first class graded schools are giving from one to three years of 
high school work. By allowing this privilege to graded schools 
several advantages are gained ; a good start in high school work 
is possible in many places too small to bear the expense of a 
fully organized high school, without the many undesirable fac- 
tors attendant upon sending young people of that age away 
from home; graded schools have an opportunity to gradually 
work into conditions which will warrant the change into a high 
school; and schools in districts not financially able to 
carry a full course may do some high school work 
without overburdening themselves, and can be checked, 
when, as is often the case, they become ambitious to 
do more than they really ought. It seems to me wise to dis- 
courage the establishment of high schools in districts having an 
assessed valuation of less than $400,000, except in places 
so located that there is a strong probability of a large non-resi- 
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dent attendance or in which other special conditions are such 
as to justify an exception to the general rule. A good graded 
school is better than a poor high school in giving the elements 
ot a sound education. A good high school can not be main- 
tained without a considerable increase of cost above that of a 
graded school and communities with a small assessed valuation 
often feel the tax necessary to support a high school as an ex- 
penditure which, if made at all, might be more profitably used 
for other pressing needs. Again, the enrollment in such a high 
school is likely to be so small as to make the cost per capita very 
high. Some of the most expensive schools in the state from this 
standpoint are in districts the least able to bear the cost. 

State Aid to High Schools. 

The amount of state aid to be distributed among the free high 
schools has not been increased for four years. As the law now 
stands, the sum of $50,000 is appropriated annually for town 
and union high schools, each school receiving a sum equal 
to one-half the amount paid for instruction. The district high 
schools receive a direct appropriation of $75,000 and in addition 
what is left of the $50,000 after paying the town and union high 
schools. 

As new schools, and especially as new town and union schools 
are formed, the apportionment to each district high school de- 
creases rapidly and no increase was made in the appropriation 
by the last legislature. In the four years since the present total 
allowance was fixed there have been 25 town, union, and district 
high schools established. For the year 1908-9 each district high 
school received $382. The apportionment just made for the year 
1909-10 is $356.74 and each succeeding year will bring a large 
decrease unless an additional amount is appropriated by the 
legislature. Unless some plan based upon the number of non- 
residents is adopted a certain fixed amount not less that $500 
for each district high school dra\ATi from the general fund would 
seem much more desirable, both as to amount and method than 
the present aiTangement. 

The appropriation for the town and union schools may well 
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remain as it is for tlie present. The total amount given to these 
the last year was $31,715.61, leaving $18,284.39 of the appropria- 
tion not needed for this purpose. This is sufficient to allow for 
a considerable growth in the number of these high schools be- 
fore it becomes necessary to either increase the appropriation 
or to scale the allowance per school. It may eventually be deemed 
best to decrease the amount allowed to these schools and this can 
well be done by scaling the amount to each school as the num- 
ber increases beyond the point at which the present appropria- 
tion will be sufficient to pay to all half of the cost of instruction. 
A considerable increase in the number can be made under the 
present appropriation before this point will be reached, and 
the method of scaling would provide for a gradual diminishing 
of the aid as the schools become more firmly established and more 
easily supported by local taxation. Whatever plan may be 
adopted in the future it does not, in my judgment, seem advis- 
able to make any change at present either in the plan or amount 
of distribution to the union and the township high schools. The 
district high schools, however, certainly do need some action in 
their favor at the coming session of the legislature. 



The Union High School Law. 

Th last legislature passed an act providing for the establish- 
ment of a class of high schools called union free high schools. 
The purpose of this was to further encourage the formation of 
country high schools by allowing their formation in localities in 
which because of peculiarities of situation town high schools 
could not well be established. This law provides for the forma- 
tion of such union high schools with all the privileges of town 
high schools in any tract of territory of at least 36 square miles 
of area bounded by section lines or by natural boundaries in 
cases in which section lines are not feasible. In addition to the 
above purpose it was hoped that the law would gradually be 
used as a substitute for the town high school law, and thus give 
a uniform system applicable to all cases. Two schools are al- 
ready in operation under this law and others are contemplated. 

In operatiop po serious difficulties have developed and th^ 
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law seems to be well adapted to these purposes except in one 
respect. The first step toward the establishment of the school 
is a petition asking for an election, and giving the boundaries 
of the proposed district. As these boundaries are section lines 
it may easily happen that strong opponents will be found among 
the residents of the sections farthest away from the proposed lo- 
cation of the school, and it becomes a very delicate matler on 
the part of those fixing the boundaries to include or exclude cer- 
tain sections in order to carry the proposition and to avoid 
quarrels which may become almost neighborhood feuds. In 
short, the matter of fixing the boundaries becomes so much of a 
personal one that few people care to incur the dislike and 
hostility likely to follow the assumption of responsibility. 
IMuch of the difficulty would be avoided if town and school 
district boundaries could be used as well as section . lines as 
boundaries of the union high school district. I would strongly 
urge the advisability of amending the law in this respect. 

Non-Eesident Pupils. 

One of the most important questions rel|iting to high school 
law which must evidently be met in the near future is that pro- 
viding for the admission of properly qualified non-resident 
pupils into high schools with the provision that a tuition fee of 
50 cents per week shall be paid by the town in which they re- 
side. 

Under the operation of this law there has been an increasingly 
large number of non-residents and the increase has been at a 
greater rate than that of the resident enrollment. In 1906-07 
the number of non-residents was 6,131 with a resident enroll- 
ment of 17,036 ; or there w^ere 36 per cent as many non-residents 
as residents; in 1909-10 the non-residents numbered 8,014, or 
nearly 41 per cent of the resident enrollment of 19,700. If 
some of the large schools which have grown rapidly with a small 
number of non-residents were omitted in the above calculation 
tlie rate of increase would ho. shown to be still larger. 

AVhile high school authorities usually welcome this outside at- 
tendance and fully realize that it is a very desirable element of 
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strength in the schools, j'^et there is a growing feeling already 
very strong in many places that there is too great a difference 
between the actual cost per pupil in the high school and what 
is received for tuition. In 1909-10 the total enrollment in 
the four-year free high schools as reported was 27,714; the en- 
rollment of non-residents was 8,014 or very nearly 29 per cent of 
the whole. The total cost of instruction alone was $958,543.20 ; 
or an average per pupil of $34.59; the total amount received 
and due for tuition was reported as $132,006.73 or less than 
14 per cent of the whole. That is, these outside pupils paid only 
about half of their proper share of the cost of instruction. Even 
if the special aid of $125,000 received by these schools be added 
to the tuition, the entire amount will be less than their propor- 
tionate amount. The above figures take into account only the 
bare cost of instruction, the salaries of the teachers; the large 
expenditures for buildings, equipment and general incidentals 
are borne entirely by the districts and the non-residents re- 
ceive the benefit without contributing anything whatever to the 
cost. Again, the special aid is apportioned to the schools with- 
out regard to the non-resident attendance. Schools having few 
or no tuition pupils receive as much as those having a large 
number. This burden is especially heavy on some of the very 
small schools. A case typical of a large number will illustrate. 
A certain school having a principal and one assistant has a high 
school enrollment of about 30. The time of both is almost en- 
tirely given to the high school. The combined salaries of the 
two teachers is $1,395. Each pupil, therefore, costs the district 
$46.50 for instruction alone. Sixteen of the 30 pupils are non- 
residents paying $18 per year each, or less than 2/5 of their 
share. In this particular case the amount of special aid would 
nearly pay the deficiency but this would not be true in the 
case of schools having a large number of outsiders. Several 
schools have over 100 non-residents and the state aid of between 
$350 and $400 makes little difference. 

There are several ways in which the difficulty can be met. The 
most just would no doubt be to increase the rate paid by the 
towns to such a figure as would with the special state aid give 
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to the districts approximately the amount at least of the extra 
cost of instruction. An addition of 25 cts. per week to the 
present rate of 50 cts. would go far toward making an equal 
division of expenses though even then many districts would 
not receive what they expend for non-residents. 

Another and perhaps a more feasible plan would be to increase 
the special aid to districts to $500 instead of a varying sum of 
from $300 to $400 as at present. The average cost per pupil 
as stated above was over $34.00 while the amount received from 
the non-residents is from $18 to $20, depending on the length 
of the school year. Five hundred dollars of aid would there- 
fore pay the loss on about 33 pupils. Schools having a smaller 
number than this would gain, those having a larger would lose. 

Still another plan would be for the state to pay a part of the 
tuition in addition to the amount paid directly by the towns. 
While such a provision would equalize the expenses it would 
be a cumbersome method involving a large amount of clerical 
work which might be both expensive and unwieldy. 

While none of these particular plans may be advisable, it is 
certainly a measure of justice to a very large number of schools 
that some method be devised for relief from the burden of pay- 
ing for the education of a large number of pupils who are at- 
tending high schools in districts outside their own. 

Manual Training in High Schools. 

The number of high schools receiving special state aid for 
manual training has slowly increased until now thirty schools 
are receiving this aid. Nearly all of the larger new buildings 
are planned with a view to the introduction of this work and 
there is every indication of a more rapid extension of growth 
in the near future. The cost of the necessary equipment and 
of the two special teachers needed naturally cause hesitation 
on the part of the school boards and tax-payers especially in 
places not having proper available rooms in their present build- 
ings. There is usually, too, an exaggerated idea of the added 
cost involved in these two particulars. In cases in which 
either electricity or water power is available, the equipment 
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proper for both wood working and domestic science for a high 
school with an enrolhnent of from 200 to 300 can be provided 
for about $1,000. 

The cost of the teachers is more of an item, but in schools so 
large as to require a sectioning of classes this is less of an addi- 
tion to the regular expenses than might at first thought be sup- 
posed. Under the present regulations manual training is con- 
sidered an optional study, ranking in credits foj graduation ^^ith 
any other giving like time. The effect of this is to reduce the 
number of sections required in other studies. For instance, 
enough pupils may elect manual training instead of physical 
gography to reduce the number of sections in the latter by one or 
two, thus substituting the work of the teacher of manual training 
for that of one of the academic teachers. In this way the man- 
ual training teachers become a part of the regular force and they 
are not entirely an expense in addition to what the cost of 
teachers would be without manual training. This applies, how- 
ever, to schools which, as stated above, are so large as to re- 
quire the sectioning of classes. The question of the introduc- 
tion of this work into the small schools without largely increas- 
ing the expense has apparently not yet been satisfactorily solved. 
The last legislature passed an act allowing two or more places to 
unite so that the same teachers might carry on the work in more 
than one school, but no advantage has been taken of the law as 
yet. There appears to be no reason why the plan should not be 
successful and it may be that as the desirability of such work 
becomes more and more evident the law may be tried and eventu- 
ally prove a success. 

The diflSculty experienced a few years ago in securing teachers 
for both the woodwork and domestic science is being gradually 
met and while salaries are yet higher and since the training 
required is a special one, may remain higher, teachers appear 
to be fairly plentiful. This fact will also tend to encourage the 
adoption of such courses even in the smaller schools. 

There is already a great call, and this is likely to become in- 
creasingly urgent, from the small hill schools for teachers 
who can teach woodwork or domestic science and also at least 
one line of academic work. There appears to be no reason why 
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this call is not entirely legitimate and why it should not be met 
by schools which are especially training teachers. It is now 
usual and necessary in the small schools to require that a teacher 
shall have work in two or three quite different subjects, and 
certainly there is no reason why one of these should not' be a 
form of manual training or of agriculture. I am convinced that 
if a supply of such teachers were now ready that the much to 
be desired vocational element, especially in agriculture and do- 
mestic science, would, in a very short time, be common in our 
high school, and that these schools would become so popular 
that they would be cheerfully supported even at a much greater 
cost in salaries and equipment than at present. 

The work is becoming more fixed and definite and the indi- 
cations are that there will be a large increase in the number 
of schools giving it in the near future. 

In my opinion no additional legislation is needed unless it be 
to allow the substitution of some other lines of occupational 
work such as perhaps agriculture in the place of woodwork in 
places which are especially well located for such substitution. 

Libraries and General Equipment. 

The list of reference books which I have considered as a mini- 
mum list for even the smallest high schools has now been reached 
by nearly all of the high schools except some which have lately 
been established. The list, while not so large as to be unduly 
expensive to even the smallest schools, is fairly wide in its scope 
and provides a good basis for future growth. It is my inten- 
tion to supplement it with additional lists from time to time 
and to require that schools shall make a reasonable appropria- 
tion yearly for additions, mainly from these supplementary 
lists, as a condition for receipt of the special state aid. If this 
plan is followed a good library can be secured for each school 
without a burdensome cost in any single year. »In general the 
high schools can be said to be fairly well equipped with refer- 
ence books. 

While without any doubt, a high school should have a good 
practical reference library immediately at hand, and I have no 
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hesitancy in requiring such a library in the school building, 
the question of general reading matter is somewhat different. 
If a good public library is available it can generally be depended 
upon to supply general reading except certain standard works 
to which especial attention is called in the work in English, and 
which should have a wide circulation in the school. The re- 
quirement of the purchase of such matter must, therefore, be 
determined by local needs and conditions and no definite list can 
be made. The supplementary lists to which I have referred 
will be rather suggestive than obligatory, and will be much 
wider in range than the required minimum list. School boards 
in towns without a good public library should follow a very 
liberal policy and every effort should be made to supply as fully 
as possible the advantages of a public library. 

Much the same plan has been followed in the matter of the 
general school equipment, although the requirements have not 
been made as definite. Suggestive lists have been published as 
guides in the purchase of apparatus and these have had a wide 
influence in providing schools with apparatus and supplies 
necessary for successful work. 

School boards have very generally shown a commendable will- 
ingness to meet all requirements, although in a few cases it has 
been necessary to either withhold the aid or to state that it 
would be necessary to do so unless immediate action w^ere taken. 

Vocational Instruction in the High School. 

An increasing interest is being shown in Wisconsin as well as 
elsewhere in the country in regard to the introduction of differ- 
ent lines of vocational instruction as a part of the regular school 
course and entitled to receive credit toward graduation. 

Various interesting experiments in this direction are being 
tried in different states and under different local conditions. 
Perhaps the most notable one is that which has been under trial 
for some years at Fitchburg, Massachusetts, a manufacturirg 
city of about 40,000 inhabitants. Here an industrial course 
has been introduced into the high school, which allows to boy& 
file opportunity of dividing their time between the school and 
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such tsLCtcfry in the to\vn as they may select for acquiring that 
I)articular trade. 

Practically, these boys become apprentices except that the 
school authorities have the right to insist that a sufficient variety 
of work shall be given to insure the acquirement of a wide range 
of skill rather than an acquaintance with a few machines. It 
is expected that a boy who passes through the four years of this 
course will receive a good academic education, will be fitted to 
either continue his technical study farther or to earn good wages 
working at his trade, and will, during the four years, earn about 
$550. The results of the work this far are very encouraging, 
indeed, and there is every indication that the experiment is one 
in the right direction, and that through it and similar ones a 
solution eventually may be arrived at of the great problem of 
giving to pupils of high school age a somewhat liberal education 
and at the same tirae of fitting them to be able to do something 
well for themselves when they leave school. 

The question of what the vocational work shall be must of 
course be determined very largely by local conditions. While 
manufacturing has sufficiently developed in many places in our 
own state to justify attempts similar to that at Fitchburg, yet 
the prevailing environment is agricultural and work along agri- 
cultural science lines would seem most likely to succeed in the 
medium and small high schools in which only a very limited 
number of such courses can be attempted. 

A number of our schools in different localities have lately in- 
troduced systematic work in agriculture, notably among these 
being the high schools at Marshall, New Richmond, Plymouth, 
and Janesville. The underlying idea of the whole movement 
and the strongest influence shaping the methods of work is that 
of more closely relating the work of the school to the environ- 
ment, experiences, influences and needs, both present and future 
of the pupils. In some way this must be brought about if our 
high schools are to continue to exist in anything like their pres- 
ent form.

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Science in the Small. High School. 

The various lines of work in science, as physics, botany, etc., 
are, at present being modified to a decidedly greater extent than 
any others in the course of study, and these modifications are 
especially pronounced in the small high schools or those located 
in agricultural communities. 

It should not be assumed for a moment that the pupils in the 
small school, even though it may be located in the backwoods, 
are inferior in ability to do science work to those who live in 
a large city. In fact, I am inclined to think that the difference 
will be found in favor of the country pupils. The great mass 
of varied impressions and the unnatural distractions of all 
kinds which come to the inhabitants of the city must have an 
unfavorable effect in the formation of the habit of giving that 
careful consideration to experiences which is necessary to store 
up a useful fund of information which will be available in 
study. 

On the other hand in the case of the country boy or girl, the 
impressions, while just as vital, are fewer and are made over 
and over until they come to mean something ; the round of daily 
duties, the contact with the favorite animals and plants, the few 
books read and re-read, with time and opportunity for thought 
and investigation, stimulate the interest and curiosity and are 
likely, if the mind is at all receptive, to develop an inclination 
and capacity for study which will eventually lead to a high rank 
as a student. 

The great mistake has been in the attempt to give alike to all, 
the city and the country students, the same instruction. The 
same texts, administered by teachers of practically the same 
training, are used in the high schools of Boston and New York, 
the forest regions of northern Wisconsin and Minnesota, and 
the prairies of Iowa and Nebraska. This, no doubt, has come 
about mainly through the control of high school work by col- 
leges exercised by means of practically uniform entrance re- 
quirements. Added to this, the prejudice which has existed up 
to within a few years against science, and which still exists 
4— S.— I. 
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against any special study of its applications, such as agriculture, 
as a preparation for entrance to the literary courses, has 
strengthened the tendency toward uniformity. It has been as- 
sumed that sueh study could not possibly rank with the formal 
studies in giving power to carry on college work, especially in 
the college of letters and arts. As a result of the prejudice 
there has come about a feeling, as strong in the country as in 
the city, that Latin and mathematics and history and literature 
constitute a sort of aristocracy of learning and there is a cor- 
responding unwillingness among very many of the very best 
pupils and parents to accept a course which is not allowed equal 
privileges with those courses made up of the old-line studies. I 
am sure this question of caste lies at the bottom of much of the 
disappointment in the work of science thus far. The constant 
effort to please the college authorities has had a detrimental ef- 
fect on the nature of the work. On the other hand, if a de- 
gree of independence is assumed, it will too often be found that 
the leaders among the patrohs of even the smallest country 
schools want their children to be fitted for what ranks highest, 
whether properly or not, in the college work ; and as long as spe- 
cial subjects, even though as important as agriculture, are not 
recognized as giving ability to do genuine college work they 
will fail to secure a strong foothold in the very best schools 
adapted to them. 

If entrance to college can be made to depend upon the power 
of the individual to do the college work no matter through what 
studies it has been gained, rather than as at present, upon the 
completion of a prescribed course, high school authorities will 
feel free to teach science in a manner to suit the best interests 
of the pupils, and the discredit which now attaches to some of 
the most valuable work will disappear. In some way this must 
be brought about, or we may expect a continuance of the pres- 
ent serious and just criticisms of our high schools. I r^ard 
this question of preparation for college as one of the utmost im- 
portance in this discussion. 

In the teaching itself there are three lines along which im- 
provement must come. These have all been stated so often and 
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are so old that they seem trite and commonplace, but they have 
H world of meaning to school inspectors. 

The most important of all is the necessity of a comprehension 
by the textbook maker, the teaxiher, and the pupil of a definite 
purpose in reaching a value which shall appeal to the student. 
After years of groping and experimentation we appear to be 
coming to a common belief that the great aim of science teach- 
ing should be to bring the student into a knowledge and appre- 
ciation of the natural phenomena about him, and to give him 
the power to recognize and deal with these phenomena under 
new or unusual conditions in an intelligent manner. Many 
teachers profess this purpose, but a careful questioning will re- 
veal a startling absence of a definite aim either for the branch 
of study as a whole or for the different topics introduced under 
the general head. 

For instance, I have lately found many classes in botany 
analyzing plants, and I have taken occasion to ask what analy- 
sis is for or if it has any value. Almost invariably I have found 
that the only value in the minds of the class, and apparently 
the only one thought of by the teacher as well, is merely that 
of identification ; much as though we w^ere to study people by 
giving the peculiarities of appearance, black eyes, prominent 
nose, low forehead, etc., and end by saying this is John Jones, 
leaving the real John Jones wdth whom we must live and do 
business untouched. I usually close the discussion by asking 
bow I can get certain information about some plant, the dande- 
lion for example, putting my questions into as practical a form 
as possible. What peculiarities has the plant which make it a 
noxious weed? Can I get rid of it by preventing it from going 
to seed for a; single year, or will the root be alive the next 
year to produce seed? Does it spread from the root? Has it 
underground stems? After all this questioning and broad hint- 
ing I have generally found it necessary to plainly state and il- 
lustrate the fact that the plant cannot only be identified by analy- 
sis, but that almost any other desired information can then be 
found in the manual; in other words, that the purpose of the 
work is to be able to find out all about the plant. The most dis- 
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eouraging fad; is that the ideas of both teacher and author are 
likely to appear as dim as to the wonderful value which may be 
developed in this direction as those of the pupil. I do not wish 
to be understood as implying that there is not a great amount 
of good instruction being given, but that great impelling mo- 
tives, such as are found in manual training and commercial 
work, are too often absent. In physics a great amount of time 
is worse than frittered away in the manipulation of delicate 
or complicated apparatus, in getting accurate measurement, or 
in working involved mathematical problems; in botany in at- 
tempting to use the compound microscope in a scientific way, 
or in memorizing meaningless technical terms and scientific class- 
ifications, a great part of which, is merely diluted college work 
unsuited to the needs and capacities of bright country boys and 
girls. How different is the statement given by a successful 
Wisconsin teacher of what he thinks should be the purpose of 
botany, in his description of what his class is doing. He says : 

''Instead of microscopic work and detailed drawings of mi- 
nute parts of plants let the pupils be taught how plants grow, 
what plant foods are, where they are, how they get there, how 
the plants get them. Study the plants themselves so that the 
pupils know the plants about them, how they live, and their eco- 
nomic relation to man." 

No textbook can supply the material or take the place of the 
teacher in making these applications of general principles to 
the immediate environment. It follows, therefore, that in order 
to do this work, which is being more and more insistently de- 
manded, teachers must have, not, perhaps, a more rigid and ex- 
tended, but a different training. 

In order to be successful in teaching science in any school, and 
especially in a small high school in the country, the teacher must 
know his surroundings and must be alert, observant, and ready 
to apply the general law to the particular case. Many a teacher 
of science (and of other subjects as well) would be wonderfully 
strengthened if he would, for a time, throw away his texts and 
reference books, and make a study of the realities about him, 
aiming to fit himself for the actual conditions in which he hap- 
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pens to be and for which he may be utterly unsuited by study, 
training, or experience. 

Those who train teachers must give more emphasis to the 
thought that adaptation of subject-matter to the interests and 
experiences of the pupils is absolutely essential. 

Another direction in which there is great possible improve- 
ment is in the sequence of studies. There are many questions 
here. For instance. Is physical geography a suitable study for 
the first year? Should physics be required of all, or should it 
be, an optional study? 

The present strong tendency in small high schools toward the 
introduction of courses in agriculture is well worth encourage- 
ment in the interests of better science teaching. Agriculture, in- 
cluding, as it does, direct applications of botany, physics, chem- 
istry, biology, and geologj'', gives the incentives which I have in- 
dicated as now being so greatly needed; that is, it provides 
values and makes use of common experiences and knowledge. 
Other lines of occupational training may be better suited to cer- 
tain localities, but the general educational principles involved- 
are the same. From these courses I look to see a reflex influ- 
ence which will extend to all lines of school work, literary as 
well as scientific. 

In order to secure the best results for science, however, such 
a course must not be added wholly to the scientific subjects 
which we now have, but these must be modified so as to allow the 
new work to become largely a part of them. Thus the botany 
becomes botany and agriculture, the zoology becomes practical 
zoology and treats largely of the economic relationship of birds, 
insects, etc., the physics draws its illustrative material from the 
farm and the farm home or wider connected interests. In short, 
the practical applications should be largely specialized and 
brought into line with the particular interests which are being 
emphasized. In this way I am sure it is possible to put a vital- 
ity into the work much greater than has ever yet existed, with- 
out either weakening it from the truly scientific standpoint or 
taking an undue amount of attention from the other lines, his- 
tory, literature, English, and mathematics, which are so essential 
to a liberal secondary education. 
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The course, which in its essential features, has been adopted 
in some of the high schools of Wisconsin and called a high-shcool 
course in agriculture, provides six out of the sixteen units of the 
whole course, or about one-third of the whole time, for science 
and agriculture, leaving ten for English, mathematics, and his- 
tory". The six are divided through the years as follows, be- 
ginning with the first: elementary science, 1 unit; a prelimin- 
ary study of soils, seeds, plants, etc., I/2 unit; botany and horti- 
culture, 1 unit; physiology, 54 unit; practical zoology, I/2 unit; 
soils and crops, 1 unit; animal and dairy husbandry, i/^ unit; 
farm economics, y^ unit; physics, 1 unit. 

One danger which is already quite strongly in evidence in 
some quarters and which cannot be too strongly guarded against 
is that of pitching the grade of work far above the maturity and 
ability of the pupils and thus bringing about a repetition of our 
experience with other high-school studies. "We are just now 
passing through a period of change in the direction of adapta- 
tion and simplification simply because of the attempt to deter- 
mine the high school course through adjustment with the spec- 
ialization of the college rather than to allow it to grow naturally 
out of the work of grades and out of the interests which will ap- 
peal to young people. Dilution of eollege work to obtain material 
for use in high schools has done mischief enough in the past to 
serve as a warning against a repetition of the mistakes in the in- 
troduction of these new and valuable additions to the high- 
school curriculum. 
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In the year 1901 a law was passed providing for the organ- 
ization of state graded schools. "Any school of more than one 
department not located in a city nor situated in a high school 
district (township or union high school excepted), may become a 
state graded school by making application to the State Superin- 
tendent and complying with the requirements of the law govern- 
ing such schools. 

State graded schools are divided into two classes, first and 
second. Those of the first class consist of schools maintaining 
three or more departments; those of the second class consist of 
those maintaining two departments only. 

Schools that comply with the provisions of the law and the 
requirements of the state department receive special state aid, 
as follows: First class schools receive three hundred dollars 
each year; second class schools receive two hundred dollars each 
year. 

The law provides that the State Superintendent shall appoint 
two inspectors to assist him in organizing and inspecting state 
graded schools. Every such school must be inspected at least 
once each year, by the State Superintendent or one of his in- 
spectors, and the distribution of state aid depends upon the re- 
port of these inspectors. 

In order that schools may receive special state aid the fol- 
lowing requirements must be met: 

First, the school must be maintained for at least nine months 
each year, and the average daily attendance must not be less 
than fifteen for the entire year in each department of second 
class schools, and in at least three departments of first class 
schools. 

Second, the teachers employed must be competent. By ** com- 
petent' ' is meant that they shall l)e able to conduct a good school. 
The qualifications required by law are as follows: The prin- 
cipal of a state graded school of the first class must hold some 
form of state certificate. One assistant may hold a third grade 
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certificate, or a certificate of a higher grade ; one a second grade 
certificate or a certificate of a higher grade, and all other assist- 
ants must hold first grade certificates or state certificates. In 
a state graded school of the second class the principal may 
hold a second grade certicate or a certificate of a higher grade, 
provided that if he hold a second grade certificate he shall have 
had at least two years of successful experience as a teacher, 
and if he hold a first grade certificate he shall have had at 
least one year of successful experience. The assistant in a 
second class school may hold a third grade certificate or a cer- 
tificate of a higher grade. All persons teaching on third grade 
certificates must have had at least one year of successful ex- 
perience. Where experience is required, testimonials of success 
must be filed with the district clerk as a' part of the legal quali- 
fication. 

Third, the school house shall be properly equipped and shall 
be kept in a comfortable and sanitary condition. Every build- 
ing must be furnished with an adequate system of ventilation'. 
The grounds must be well kept and outbuildings built accord- 
ing to a special law en that subject. 

Fourth, the work of the school must be organized and graded 
according to the course of study made out by the State Super- 
intendent. Teachers not able to follow the course of study 
and do thorough wctrk as outlined therein are deemed in- 
competent teachers and the state may, according to law, refuse 
special aid to districts employing such teachers. 

Fifth, the school board must make application to become a 
state graded school on or before September 1st and must submit 
such reports to the State Superintendent as he may require. 

The number of state graded schools is increasing rapidly. 
Every year many new schools are organized, there being at pres- 
ent five hundred schools on the list. The fact that special 
aid for second class graded schools has been raised from 
$100 to $200, together with the law compelling country districts 
with an enrollment of 65 or more pupils to provide an addi- 
tional teacher, has served as an incentive for the establishment 
of state graded schools. 
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Until within two years practically all of the graded schools 
were located in villages. Within the past four years about one 
hundred graded schools have been organized in country districts 
and the prospects are that several more will be organized in the 
near future. This is evidence that the people in the rural dis- 
tricts are waking up to the fact that a graded school is better 
than an ungraded school and are glad to take advantage of the 
help that the state offers both as to the special aid and the as- 
sistance in supervising these schools. The number of schools of 
this class has now grown so large that it is impossible for the 
two regular graded school inspectors to reach all of these schools 
every year, but other men in the office have given some assistance 
in this work so that practically all of the schools have been 
properly inspected every year. 

It is the purpose in inspecting these schools to look not only 
into the conditions and report upon such conditions, but to give 
as much help as possible to both teachers and school boards. 
The inspectors are usually accompanied by the county super- 
intendents and together they advise with the teachers and 
school boards. It is the aim to have all criticism constructive 
and not destructive. Methods of teaching and proper classifica- 
tion and grading of the schools are discussed with the teachers 
as well as matters of school management in general. School 
boards are advised with regard to any needed apparatus or im- 
provements in school buildings and surroundings. Substantial 
improvements have been made during the last two years both in 
the way of new buildings erected and improvements on old 
buildings. Practically every building is now equipped with a 
complete system of ventilation and most buildings are well 
lighted and comfortable in all respects. A few old . buildings 
that are not sanitary have been accepted temporarily until the 
districts could make the necessary arrangements to build. No 
such district has received special state aid, however, unless the 
people in such districts have been proceeding as rapidly as possi- 
ble to better the conditions. 

The course of study for state graded schools has been re- 
written and revised within the last year. No radical changes 
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have been made, but certain additions and readjustments which 
were thought necessary, after several years of experience and 
investigation, have been made. 

The work required in physiology has been revised so as to 
require more ''Hygiene" and less *' Anatomy." The work in 
agriculture has been rewritten and rearranged, the main pur- 
pose in the rearrangement being to make the work more defi- 
nite and to allow the teachers to take up every subject at an op- 
portune time. The changes in arithmetic and language have 
been made in order that teachers and pupils may do more defi- 
nite work. It has been our aim to make the course of study 
brief and to give only such suggestions on methods as seem, 
from experience, very necessary, leaving the teachers to refer 
to the common school manual for most of the suggestions on 
method. A thorough grading can more easily be secured by 
using a brief and'definite course of study. 

The greatest problem in the graded schools at present, as in 
all times past, is the teacher problem. The best of buildings, 
apparatus, etc., will not make a strong school. The old saying, 
'*As the teacher is, so is the school" holds good at all times. 
If we make these schools what the law contemplates, w^e must 
have strong teachers in charge of them. Last year over fifty 
state graded schools were denied special aid when the regular 
apportionment was made and about seventy five per cent of 
these were refused aid on account of poor and inefficient teach- 
ing. Most of the schools in the list just mentioned were two 
room schools. The idea seems to prevail that in a school of two 
departments competent teachers are not needed so much as in 
, larger schools. Let it be understood that the fewer teachers 
employed in a school the better those teachers need to be. The 
conditions are such that more grades must be taught by each 
teacher and less effective supervision can be had on account of 
the principal being busy at all periods of the day. The salaries 
paid in the two room schools are much lower than in the larger 
schools. This, of course, is the reason for poorer teaching. The 
erroneous idea has been too long prevalent that a district engag- 
ing one or two teachers can not afford to pay as high a salary 
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as a district engaging a large number of teachers. A few fig- 
ures from the assessment roll will prove that the smaller districts 
can pay a much higher salary at a lower rate of taxation. It, 
therefore, must be required that many of the second class graded 
schools pay higher salaries and secure the services of more com- 
petent teachers if they are to continue to share in the special aid 
provided by law. 

Much credit is due the county superintendents for their 
splendid co-operation in establishing and supervising state 
graded schools. Without such co-operation the schools would 
suffer. The inspectors have always received from them courte- 
ous treatment and valuable advice. We trust that the next bi- 
ennial period may be a period of consistent progress in educa- 
tion and that our state graded schools may continue to maintain 
their high position in our school system. 
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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF DAY SCHOOLS FOR THE 

DEAF AND BLIND. 

Schools for Deaf. 

The day school movement for educating the deaf and the blind 
continues to grow in favor with all who come in touch with it. 
Notwithstanding one day school for the deaf has been discon- 
tinued since the last report, the total enrollment in the schools 
of the state shows a decided gain. There are now twenty-one 
schools for the deaf located as follows : — ^Antigo, Appleton, Ash- 
land, Black River Falls, Bloomington, Eau Claire, Fond du 
Lac, Green Bay, La Crosse, Madison, Marinette, Milwaukee, New 
London, Oshkosh, Platteville, Racine, Rice Lake, Sheboygan, 
Stevens Point, Superior and Wausau. 

A special effort has been made during the last two years to en- 
courage much industrial work in these schools such as manual 
training, cooking, basket weaving and sewing. In the larger 
cities where departments for the deaf are maintained the pupils 
have access to the fine equipments provided by the boards of 
education for the hearing children. In smaller cities where 
manual training, and domestic science have not yet been intro- 
duced, special equipments have been installed for the children 
in the schools for the deaf. The introduction of this work into 
the schools for the deaf in th^e smaller cities is beneficial not 
only to the department for the deaf, but to the hearing school 
ss well, in that it serves as an opening wedge for the introduc- 
tion of manual training and domestic science into the regular 
carriculum of the city schools. School boards are quick to real- 
ize that if this instruction is of value to deaf pupils it must 
be of value to hearing pupils also. 

The legislature of 1909 enacted a law providing for the pay- 
ment of board of non-resident pupils in day schools for the deaf. 
This law has encouraged the teachers in this special work to go 
out into their respective districts and bring into their schools 
many children who could not be reached otherwise. 
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The compulsory attendance law enacted by the legislature of 
1907 is also of much assistance in persuading some parents to 
send their children to school. This law requires that the par- 
ents or guardians ' six and six-

The 
pupils are regularly enrolled in ttie hearing classes of the high 
school and they prepare their lessons in the special department 
and go to the regular clast* rooms toreeite. When necessary the 
special teacher accompanies a pupilito the recitation in order 
to assist him in lip reading or speech,f 

The normal training department aims to train teachers not 
only for the school in Milwauliee, but also for the schools in the 
state. All of the trained teachers, with the exception of two, 
who are working in the "Wisconsin day sohools at present, re- 
ceived their training in the Milwaukee training department. As 
the work in Wisconsin has continued to grow, the movement has 
sprung up in cities of several states, and superintendents are 
constantly calling away some of our best teachers to help them 
organize and take charge of the work. 

Schools foe Bund. 

Since the last report the number of day schools for the blind 
has increased to three. Schools are now located in Milwaukee, 
Racine and Antigo. The school for the blind is located in the 
building with the seeing children and pupils we regularly eu-

Tt was not long before those 
fifteen acres were supporting thirty head of stock, a lai^e pro- 
portion of which was dairy ca/tlfl. "Within seven years the 
mortgage had been paid off- The ^rtility of the soil had been 
brought to a high state, and so sfijogessful was this amateur 
farmer that great numbers of peopl^came to visit the farm to 
learn how such remarkable results had, been achieved. All this 
it will be noted was the result of the' right kind of reading. 

Now, the productiveness of this'farm was increased at least 
300 per cent. Suppose that the schools of the land were to give 
to future farmers this ability to read with eifeetiveness and sup- 
pose that the productiveness of thejiirms were thus to be in- 
creased — keeping within safe limits-sl-lO per cent. Ten per 
cent, of the total value of sgrieultur^.! products in the United 
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States is $800,000,000 per year. This is a sum twice as great 
as the total annual expenditure for all educational purposes in 
the United Stales. Corresponding results could lie brought 
al)out by the right kind of reading with reference to manufac- 
tures and other ' " ~ [-iaging ahout of the 
right kind of re upations would more 
than justify doi iture for public edu- 
cation.

libraries. It is the duty of the school, so far as feasible, to trans- 
form these possibilties into actualities, 

LiBKARY Courses for Teachers a necessity. 

In order that efficient use may be made of school libraries, 
the schools which prepare teachers for their work should give 
some training in library methods, in the use of reference books 
and books for collateral reading, and should give acquaintance 
with juvenile literature apd other literature especially suited to 
the needs of children in elementary and high schools. In addi- 
tion there should be instruction in the proper use of public 
documents, periodicals, and newspapers. Such a course for 
teachers would bring about results in the reading habits of 
the children which would exert a lasting influence- on their 
lives. It would go far toward making all of them life-students 
in the great university of books and periodicals. 

Following are excerpts from a paper on this subject read at 
the meeting of the National Kducational Association at Boston, 
1910: 

"Tbe need for such training ia great, as shown by replies to ques- 
tionnaires sent to several hundred teachers and librarians all over 
the country, including those most intimately associated with tlie 
student body In the professional schools and colleges. 

"Many casec are cited to show that the only satisfactory way in 
which the need can be met is for the schools for the training' of teach- 
ers to introduce courses of study that shall give to every student 
thorough training in the use of the catalogue, periodical indexeB, ref- 
erence books, etc., and in a knowledge of children's books. A special 
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coui^Ej for a limited few should alEo be given for the purpose of train- 
ing teBcier librarianB. 

"Repliea received from a questionnaire sent to normal school gradu- 
atEB all over the country who had been trained in their professional 
course in the use of books and a Icnowledge of children's books, agree 
that the knowledge gained thereby is one ot their most valuable as-

the state the people do not have access to a free public library ; 
the school library in many such communities can be made to 
serve as a fairly equivalent substitute. 

School Librakies and Free Public Libraries. 

There are about 160 free public libraries in Wisconsin, most 
of which are located in cities. It would seem that school li- 
braries are a superfluity in districts supporting a free public 
library. In case the free public library has an adequate supply 
of suitable books and there has been developed the right kind of 
cooperation between the free public library and the schools, 
libraries in the schools need not be nearly so complete as in dis- 
tricts in which there is no public library; but certain classes of 
books, especially reference works, are a necessity in every school. 
Statistics show, too, that in some cities not affected by the town- 
ship library law, and presumably depending largely upon the 
free public libraries for school library books, the average number 
of volumes per pupil in both the free public library and the 
school libraries combined is much less than in the schools com- 
ing under the provisions of that law. 

The presence, then, of a free public library in a district is not 
necessarily a guarantee that the school may with safety cease 
its activities with respect to school libraries. If, on the other 
hand, proper use he made of the free public library, supplp- 
mented by such school libraries as may be necessary, the ideal 
condition with respect to books and reading can be brought 
about.

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**The board of directors of any free public library and the 
school board of any school district, town, village or city in 
which a free public library is provided for and maintained, may 
make such exchanges and loans of .books as said officers shall 
agree upon for the purpose of increasing the efficiency of both 
libraries and insuring th|f*best service to the schools and citi- 
zens." This provision of the school library law ought perhaps 
to be taken advantage of to a larger extent than is the case nt 
present. 

Number and Cost of Books in School Libraries. 

The school libraries of Wisconsin contain approximately 
] ,354,764 volumes, costing $735,725.14. During the year 1909- 
10 there were added approximately 108,008 volumes, costing 
$64,714.65. Statistics relating to libraries in schools under the 
jurisdiction of county superintendents and for schools under 
city superintendents will be found among the statistical tables 
in the report. For paging,, see ^^ School Libraries — Statistics,'* 
in the index. 

The Township School Library Law. 

According to this law the county treasurer withholds from 
the annual school fund apportionment ten cents for each person 
0^ school age in the various towns, villages, and cities of the 
fourth class in the county. The amount thus withheld is ex- 
pended for library books for the various school districts of the 
county, the selection being made by the county and city super- 
intendents for the schools under their jurisdiction. The books 
are selected from a list prepared under the direction of the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction. Superintendents 
usually ask their teachers to send in suggestive lists of books 
which they desire to have added to their school libraries. 

The full text of this law will be found in the school code of 
1909, pages 136-142. Its main provisions will be found on pages 
VII to XII of the List of Books for Township Libraries, 1910- 

A brief account of the evolution of the township school library 
law will be found on pages 42-47, part I, of the Biennial Report 
of the Department of Public Instruction, 1908. 
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Three-fourths or more of the amount expended for school li- 
braries in the year 1909- '10 was paid out under the provisions 
of the township school library law. 

Suspension of the Township School Library Law. 

The state superintendent is authorized to suspend the opera- 
tion of the township library law for any school district in which 
there is located a free pul^lic library, prflfvided there has been 
expended by such library during the preceding fiscal year a sum 
equal to ten cents for each person of school age in the district 
in the purchase of library books suitable for children in the ele- 
mentary school grades. 

Application must be made for each year for which suspension 
is desired. 

There were eleven suspensions for the calendar year 1909 ; for 
1908 there were nineteen suspensions. 

Changes in the Township School Library Law. 

The legislature of 1909 enacted some amendments to the town- 
ship library law which experience had proven desirable. 

The township library law cannot now be suspended for a 
school district containing a free public library unless the library 
has expended a certain minimum amount for children's li- 
brary books (See '^Suspension of the Township Library Law," 
above. 

Specific provision is made for the transfer of net balances 
from one county to another because of school districts situated 
partly in two or more counties. 

Teachers are required to report on the condition and needs of 
the library to the proper superintendent between December 1 
and February 1 of each year, and cannot draw pay for the last 
month of the school year until they have reported to the dis- 
trict clerk and to the superintendent such information regarding 
the school library as the superintendent may direct. 

The county superintendent must once a month certify to the 
county clerk the orders which have been filled by the con- 
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tractor who supplies the township library books and a county 
order shall forthwith be drawn in payment of the books. 

Town clerks shall be paid not to exceed two dollars per day 
out of the funds of the township for time spent in distributing 
books to the schools of the township. 

Cost of transportation of^llte Jaooks must be paid by the town, 
village or city receiving them. 

Contract for Supplying Township School Library Books. 

The contract for supplying the township library books for the 
two-year period beginning April 1, 1910, was let by the State 
Library Committee to the Eau Claire Book & Stationery Co. 
of Eau Claire, Wis. The contract was awarded as a result of 
competitive bidding provided for by law. 

The firm supplying the books has nothing to do with the 
selection of the books, but merely fills the orders sent in by 
superintendents. Substitution for books ordered and sugges- 
tions by the firm to superintendents as to books to be ordered 
are forbidden by the terms of the contract. 

Other Provisions of Law for School Libraries. 

1. At a district school meeting the electors may vote a tax of 
not exceeding one hundred dollars in any one year for a school 
library, said books to be selected under the advice of the state 
superintendent; provided that a school district having less than 
two hundred children of school age shall not vote a tax exceed- 
ing fifty dollars in any one year for such library. See school 
code of 1909, page 24. 

2. The school board may (without authorization from the 
electors) purchase such supplementary readers, dictionaries, li- 
brary catalog cards and card cases, maps, charts, globes, books, 
etc., as may be approved by the state superintendent or the 
county superintendent, for the vsehools, not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars in value in any one year, from any funds in the 
district not otherwise appropriated. See school code of 1909, 
page 41. 

3. The legal voters of any two or more adjoining school dis- 
tricts may, with the approval of the town board, unite their li- 
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braries and library money and may purchase a joint library or 
additions thereto for such districts, to be selected by the district 
boards thereof or by such person as they shall designate, and 
to be under charge of librarians to be appointed by such dis- 
trict boards. See school code of 1909, page 135.

In this book are listed the books from which county superin- 
tendents and city superintendents of cities of the fourth class must 
select books in the expenditure of the so-called township library 
fund — ten cents for each person of school age in auy district 
annually. 
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In the selection of bocks from this list superintendents and 
teachers are aided by complete descriptions of the books, in- 
cluding headings for catalc^ cards and annotations. 

Library Loan Record Book. — In addition to pages for record- 
ing loans of books to individual pupils there are pages for a list 
of the books belonging to the library (Accession list). 

Town Clerk's Record of Books. — A blank book for a record 
of books delivered by town clerks to the various school districts 
of the township. 

Effective Use of the School Library. 

The school library is discussed in the Manual for Elemen- 
tary schools and suggestions are there given as to methods to 
bring about the effective use of books, periodicals, and news- 
papers. 

Rebinding of School Library Books. 

Rural and village schools up to the present time rarely have 
had books rebound. As a result many books have been dis- 
carded, which, if rebound, would have lasted several times as 
long as the original binding; or, more frequently, the books 
are retained after their tattered and torn condition greatly de- 
tracts from the appearance of the school library. Schools 
should be regular patrons of good binderies. Librarians of the 
nearest free public library should be consulted as to reliable 
binderies. Advice as to what books should be rebound will be 
found on page 286 of the List of Books for Township Libraries, 
1910-11. 
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STATE NORMAL SCHOOLS.. 

The normal soliool system of Wisconsin comprises eight well 
equipped schools, located as follows: La Crosse, Milwaukee, 
Oshkosh, Platteville, River Falls, Stevens Poinl, Superior and 
Whitewater. * 

The legislature of 1909 appropriated for buildings, improve- 
ments, and land the following amounts: At La Crosae, $15,000 
for marbleithic floors; at Milwaukee, $15,000 /for marbleithic 
floors and $40,000 for additional land ; at Oshkosh, $18,000 for a 
boiler house and new boilers; at Stevens Point, $16,800 for a 
boiler house and new boilers; at Superior, $65,000 for a girls' 
dormitory; at W^hitewater, $50,000 for a library and training 
school building. These amounts have been nearly expended for 
the purposes stated and the entire normal school plant has been 
greatly improved. 

The management of the normal schools is vested in a state 
board of regents of eleven members. Ten members are ap- 
pointed by the governor, each for a term of five years. The 
state superintendent of schools is a member ex-officio. 

• 
Sources of Income. 

1. A permanent fund established by the legislature in 1865, 
and derived from the sale of public lands. This fund now 
amounts to $1,957,563.86. The annual interest from this fund 
for the year ending June 30, 1910, was $88,865.99. 

2. An annual state tax for the support of normal schools, 
was fixed in 1909 at $340,000. The president of the board of 
normal regents in his biennial report of 1910 asks for an in- 
crease from this source. 

3. An annual appropriation from the general fund of the 
state for the support of teachers' institutes, of $7,000. 

4. Local receipts at the several schools from book-rents, tui- 
tion of pupils and students, amounting annually to $35,925.01. 

The total annual income for salaries, institutes and current 
expenses amounts to about $472,000.

State Normal Schools. 

In case of new buildings, the legislature makes special appro- 
priations. 

Organization op the Work. 

Each of the seven schools has : 

1. The normal department, comprising persons preparing 
definitely for the work of teaching. 

2. The training department, or school of observation and 
practice, composed chiefly of children from the community, and 
including all the grades of the elementary school. 

3. At La Crosse, Oshkosh, River Falls and Whitewater, a 
rural school course of two years in duration, is in operation for 
the training of teachers for the rural schools. 

4. Most of the schools have kindergartens as an adjunct of 
the training department. 

Special Departments.

At Milwaukee and Superior, a kindergarten training depart- 
ment. 

At Oshkosh and Platteville, a training department for man- 
ual training.

The Recognition op Diplomas. 

The diploma of the advanced course entitles the holder to 
receive from the state superintendent a special license authoriz- 
ing him to teach in any public school of the state for one year. 
The state superintendent is authorized by law to issue to all 
graduates of the advanced course after one year of successful 
teaching in the public schools of Wisconsin, a life aertificate 
valid for any grade of public school. 

The certificate of the elementary course entitles the holder 
to receive a special license for one year from the state super- 
intendent, authorizing him to teach in any position in the pub- 
lic schools of the state except as principal of a four year course 
free high school. The state superintendent, after one year of 
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successful teaching in Wisconsin, may issue to the applicant a 
state certificate valid for not to exceed six years from the date 
of the original certificate of graduation from the elementary 
course of the normal school. This limited state certificate in 
h^gal qualification for any grade of public school in the state 
except the principalship of a free high school having a four year 
course of study. 

Graduates of the advanced course of the state normal schools 
are admitted to junior rank in certain courses in the state uni- 
versity. A certificate of completion of the 'elementary course 
of the normal school does not entitle the holder to advanced 
standing in the state university. 

Under the law passed by the last legislature, the state super- 
intendent is no longer authorized to countersign diplomas or 
certificates, but to issue in lieu thereof a state certificate. 

At the close of the license period the applicant for a state 
certificate forwards to the state superintendent an identification 
card certifying to his having received from the normal school 
a diploma or certificate of graduation, and requests a blank 
upon which to make application for a state certificate. This 
blank, among other tilings, calls for the names of three persons, 
preferably school authorities, who have had direct knowledge 
of the candidate's success as a teacher during the probationary 
year. The rules of the department require certificates of suc- 
cessful teaching from the three references before the state cer- 
tificate may be issued.

The Normal School Fund. 



The management of this fund is placed by law in the hands 
of the Commissioners of Public Lands, to- wit: Secretary of 
State, State Treasurer and the Attorney General; and by cour- 
tesy of these officials, the Secretary of the Board of Regents of 
Normal Schools secures monthly such data as enables him to 
keep a set 'of books from which the following facts are obtained. 
The State Treasurer is the custodian of the cash and bonds, 
and the Secretary of State keeps the records of special loans 
and loans to school districts, villages, towns, counties and cities. 

The total fund, June 30, 1900, at the close of business was 
$1,957,563.86 (an increase of $»334.0O during the biennium), of 
which $700.05 was cash and the sum of $1,956,863.81 was in 
bonds and loans as follows, to- wit:

The Normal School Fund Income for the year ending June 
30, 1910, was as follows: 

1. Permanent annual tax levy $340,000 00

4. Collections at the six summer schools in 1909 8,719 32 

5. Annual appropriation by the state for institutes 7,000 00

During the biennial period, July 1, 1908 to June 30, 1910, 
inclusive, as shown by the following Treasurer's Report, there 
was disbursed a total of $1,437,371.35, being $457,865.68 more 
than during the preceding biennium. During the period of 
July 1, 1906 to June 30, 1908, there was expended a total of 
$291,799.67 for building and the purchase of land; while dur- 
ing the two years ending June 30, 1910, the amount expended 
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for building and land was $601,550.31. Deducting this amount 
from the total expenditures, there remains a total of $835,821.04, 
which was expended for regular normal school expenses from 
July 1, 1908 to June 30, 1910, inclusive. The current expenses 
for the preceding bienniura amounted to $687,706.00. 

This increase of $148,115.04 during the last biennium has been 
due to increased expenses caused by building operations, in- 
creases in salaries, to the improvements in buildings and grounds, 
to the maintenance of the summer school system and to the oost 
of maintaining the new normal school at La Crosse. 
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THE STATE UNIVERSITY, 

The University of Wisconsin is the culmination of the free 
educational system of the state. In the educational policy of 
the state, the university sustains a similar relation to the high 
schools that the high schools sustain to the primary and gram- 
mar schools. As those who have passed through the grammar 
grades may freely avail themselves of the high schools, so those 
who have completed with credit a full high school course may 
advance to the opportunities offered by the university. It is 
not expected that all pupils who complete the grammar grades 
will advance to the high school ; nor is it expected that all who 
complete a high school course shall go forw^ard to the university. 
But the school system of the state has been so arranged as to 
make the passage from one grade to another as easy and natural 
as possible, in order to afford every encouragement to thorough 
education. The stat^ through the university undertakes to fur- 
nish instruction in the various branches requisite for a liberal 
education, in the technical branches of engineering, law, agri- 
culture, pharmacy, commerce, home economics, music and medi- 
cine. It also aims to encourage research work in all depart- 
ments, to produce creative scholars, and thus do its part in the 
enlargement of the domain of knowledge. Thus it is the general 
policy of the institution to foster the high educational interests 
of the state, broadly and generously interpreted. By prescrib- 
ing a large number of studies during the first two years of under- 
graduate work, and by leaving all, or a large part of the work 
of the last two years to the free selection of the student, under 
a definite system, the university endeavors to give a wise meas- 
ure of direction, leaving at the same time sufficient room for 
choice to encourage individual adaptation and special develop- 
ment. The graduate work is, of course, wholly elective.
